which is a British ship. The Yushua ix ono of 
the ordivary vessols which navigate theso parts 
—thoee narrow waters, terrilorial waters——and 
sho is of a draft usunl with veesels of that kind 
of batwoon 12ond 13 fect. She is o compara- 
tively, small ship, The Appatucheo is a largo 
ship drawing 2lft. of water; ut the timo 
of the collision she. was boavily laden, nod 
she was inward bound on ths flood. ‘I'he 
Yiwhan was coming out against the flu d, but 
at the timo she was above tho lower Bar marka 
thera was proctically no current, and there wos 
in fact. an eddy or wu ebb setting downward’ up 
to a distanve of about 300 feot from the 
northern bank of the river. Tho apeed of the 
abips wos sobstantially the «ame, The 
Appalachce was coming in at between wight 
aud nine knots with a {wo-knot flood under her, 
making it between (en and oloven knots over the 
ground, whersas the Yushun wascowing out and 
hor captain gave it buatehe was going atten {note 
over the ground, ‘he Appalacheewas coming 
in in charge at o pilot, aud the Yushuw was 
going out without a pilot.

Had be. done su and 
given three short blasts the Yushun would have 
Leen able to pass ahond of him, Further the 
pilot, iy Lo blame’ in not having realised sooner 
than hedidthutthe Appalachee was outof control. 
Hud hethen jiven several short blasts, which 
in these waters aypear.to be a recognised farm 
+ of indicating that a vessel is out of control and 
which the master of the Yuehaun would have. 
uaderstood, when ‘the vessel first refused to 


answer. ber hard cport helm, Iam advised tliat 


the Yushun would have been able to get over 


the Bur and this uccident would not, have 
happened: Thorefore, I hold tho, dppalackee 
is to blame. 

Tam advised that, in reducing speed and kedp- 
ing well ont of the fairway for such aship 
aa the Appalechee the Yusha adopted the 
most prudent courso under the circumstances. 
T, therefore, find the Appalachee alone to blame, 
and Lmust give judgmont for the pleintiffs in 
this esse with coste, and order the damage to 
be referred to the Registrar.and merchants to 
ascertain. ‘

THE NEW JAPANESE TARIFF, 


INCREASED DUTY ON NECESSARIES, 


The Jiji Shimpo, commenting on the naw 
Customs Tariff, which has been introducad into 
the Diat. by the Government, says that al!hough 
an oxtensive amendmontof tho Tariff is propesed 
by the B.tL its practical effect will not be vor: 
great so long as the Convontional Tariffs 
romain in force, inasmuch asin the latter are 
ineluded many of the more important of 
the stticles of import. Nevertheless, there 
is no doubt that the existing Tariff, 
which was formed nearly tan years ago, 
reyuires thorough revision, There are some 
points. in the prepossd Tariff, however, 
to . which excep ion can be ta'cen, says 
tho./ The BN, among othors, atipalates for 
tho fixing of specific duty on the ross weight of 
foots(without making atlowanes for ths tare),the 
creation of retalintive conditions against goods 
of countries ‘which accord discriminate truat- 
-ment to Japanese shipping and merchandise ; 
aud tho imposition on forviga.produots, for the 
export of w grants-in-aid or subsidy is paid

The new Tariff, so long ax the Conveutional 
Tariffs remain in oporation, may not have much 
sorious eltuct on the peoplo, but in the event of 
the revision of the oxisting Conventions it will 
assume the noture of protective tariff and the 
poople will suffer from ils parnicious effets: 
As the proposed Tariff willbe made the basis on 
which to conduct tariff negotiations with tho 
foreign countries in the future, concludes the 
Tokyo journal, it should be made consistent 
with the country’s tariff policy:
